On a motion by Commissioner Lee and seconded by Commissioner Hein in Regular Session on June 13,
2023, it carried to unanimously approve the following County Elected Official salaries for the fiscal vear

WHEREAS; Section 7-4-2504 MCA requires the county governing body to fix salaries of all elected
officials;

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED; the salaries will be increased as recommended by the Rosebud

The County Coroner and Deputy Coroners shall receive compensation for their time,

Passed and adopted this 13%day of June, 2023
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Commissioner Lee motioned to increase the salary for the County Attorney by the same eight percent (8%) as the other Elected
Officials. Commissioner Hein seconds motion, motion carried, 3-0.

Commissioner Hein motioned to give County Employees a raise of either eight percent (8%) or two dollars ($2.00) whichever is
greater. Commissioner Lee seconds motion. Discussion included Commissioner Lee stating that the increase in expenses is the same
across the board and giving this raise would allow everyone to get about the same pay increase.
